AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  COMPLIANCE  WITH  REVENUE  SHARING 
AND  ANTIRECESSION  FISCAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS 

I  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Hampstead,  New 
Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1978  and  have  issued  my  report  thereon  dated  February  13,  1980.  My 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  I  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  connection  with  my  examination,  I  also  (1)  performed  tests  of  compliance  with  the  Revenue  Sharing  and  Anti- 
recession Fiscal  Assistance  Acts  and  regulations  as  required  by  Sections  II.C.3  and  in.C.3  of  the  Audit  Guide  and 
Standards  for  Revenue  Sharing  and  Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance  Fund  Recipients  (Guide)  issued  by  the  Office  of 
Revenue  Sharing,  U.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury,  and  (2)  compared  the  data  on  Bureau  of  Census  Form  RS-9  with  the 
audited  records  of  the  Town  of  Hampstead  as  required  by  Sections  II.C.4  of  the  "Guide".  My  findings  are  set  forth 
below: 

The  Town  failed  to  comply  with  Sections  51.13(b),  51.14(c),  51.14(g),  and  52.44  of  the  Revenue  Sharing  Regulations 
and  Antirecession  Interim  Regulations.  Public  notice  of  the  proposed  use  hearing  was  published  eight  days  prior  to  the 
proposed  use  hearing  rather  than  ten  days  as  required  by  Section  51.13(b).  Public  notice  of  the  budget  hearing  was 
published  eight  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  date  of  the  budget  hearing  rather  than  ten  days  as  required  by  Section 
51.14(c).  Public  notice  of  the  availability  of  the  enacted  budget  was  not  published  at  all  and  should  have  been  within 
thirty  days  after  enactment  of  the  budget.  Four  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  of  antirecession  fiscal  assistance  funds 
were  not  appropriated  or  obligated  before  the  end  of  the  required  six-month  period  following  the  date  of  receipt  which 
constitutes  a  violation  of  Section  52.44. 

Based  on  these  procedures,  except  for  the  items  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  I  noted  no  material  instances 
of  noncompliance  with  the  regulations  and  no  material  differences  between  the  data  on  Bureau  of  Census  Form  RS-9.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  submit 
to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Hampstead  our  annual 
report.  Because  of  the  extent  of  our  obligations,  we  will 
submit  for  your  consideration  the  more  pertinent  of  the 
facts  and  undertakings  of  this  board  during  1980. 

The  Town  during  the  year  of  1980  became  embroiled 
in  several  legal  entanglements.  The  more  serious  being 
the  case  of  Region  10  vs.  the  Town  of  Hampstead, 
which  resulted  in  an  appeal  to  the  State  Supreme  Court. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  this  board  that  the  concept  was  never 
in  question  during  any  part  of  this  period,  rather  the 
principles  of  home-rule  persisted.  We  will  continue  to 
pursue  any  avenue  that  will  justify  fullfilling  our 
obligations  within  the  framework  of  the  law  and  recent 
court  decisions. 

On  orders  of  the  State  Tax  Commission  and  authority 
granted  to  this  Board  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in 
March,  we  entered  into  contract  with  SLF,  Inc.,  to  do  a 
complete  revaluation  of  all  property  within  the  Town. 
It  was  completed  within  the  prescribed  period  of  time 
and  we  feel  with  few  exceptions  it  was  efficiently 
accomplished.  We  are  ever  cognizant  of  the  fact  that 
when  dealing  with  the  tax  dollar  and  public  relations, 
it  is  difficult  at  the  least  to  maintain  a  suitable  rapport 
with  all  interested  parties.  This  Board  has  dealt  with 
appeals  from  property  owners  expeditiously  and  with 
few  exceptions.  We  feel  complaints  from  taxpayers  has 
been  minimal.  We  urge  support  at  the  forthcoming 
Town  Meeting  for  a  yearly  planned  updating  of  all 
assessments.  We  feel  only  with  this  method  can  we 
maintain  our  records  accurately  and  prevent  in  years  to 
come  a  large  disparity  between  market  values  and 
equalized  valuations,  the  inevitable  cause  of  revalua- 
tions. Within  the  scope  of  this  program  we  cannot  fore- 
see in  the  future  the  necessity  of  such  an  extensive  re- 
valuation project  and  at  the  same  time  prevent  the  large 
expenditures  of  tax  dollars. 

During  the  fall  months  we  contracted  services  of  ABS 
Financial  Services  for  a  partial  computerized  account- 
ing system.  This  system  will  provide  much  needed 
assistance  for  our  secretarial  staff  and  at  the  time  post- 
pone the  possible  necessity  of  additional  office  staff.  A 
side  benefit  of  this  system  will  be  the  constant  avail- 
ability of  computer  read-outs  of  all  accounts  enabling 
department  heads  and  the  Selectmen's  Office  to  maint- 
ain a  more  positive  control  of  town  funds. 

Extensive  work  has  been  done  on  town  buildings  to 
make  them  more  fuel  efficient.  With  the  ever  constant 
increase  in  fuel  costs,  we  felt  the  Board  had  no  alterna- 
tive but  to  undertake  whatever  projects  that  would  re- 
sult in  the  lowering  of  such  costs.  We  urge  support  at 
the  annual  Town  Meeting  for  a  warrant  article  authoriz- 
ing the  installation  of  foam  insulation  and  vinyl  siding 
on  the  Memorial  Gymnasium.  When  considering  this 
proposal  we  should  consider  the  December,  1980,  fuel 
cost  of  twelve  hundred  dollars. 


The  Board  renewed  its  contract  with  Dependable 
Rubbish  Removal  Service  for  municipal  pick-up  and 
operation  of  our  transfer  station.  At  the  same  time  we 
entered  into  contract  with  the  Town  of  Kingston  to  use 
its  land  fill  area.  The  actions  were  authorized  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  in  March. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  extend  to  all  department 
heads  its  appreciation  for  superb  cooperation  afforded 
this  office  during  the  past  year.  We  extend  a  sincere 
thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Land  Fill  Committee  and 
the  Region  10  Study  Committee  for  devotion  to  tasks 
that  were  difficult  beyond  comprehension.  The  tireless 
hours  and  meetings  necessary  for  such  studies  are 
appreciated.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  members  of  your  Police  Department  submit  to 
you,  the  taxpayers  and  residents  of  Hampstead,  this 
report  for  the  year  1980. 

Seventy  eight  accidents  were  investigated  during  the 
year  resulting  in  twenty  people  being  hospitalized  and 
many  thousands  of  dollars  in  property  damage.  One 
accident  resulted  in  the  death  of  two  young  people. 
Most  of  these  were  caused  by  either  speed  or  drinking, 
accident  resulted  in  the  death  of  two  young  people.

Let's  all  help  in  the  reduction  of  needless  deaths  and 
injuries  by  obeying  the  speed  limits  and  remembering 
"if  you  drink  —  don't  drive."  Make  that  "one  for  the 
road  —  coffee." 

Thirty-five  burglaries  were  reported  which  is  the 
same  as  last  year;  thefts  were  down  from  fifty-six  to 
eight;  eight  motor  vehicles  were  reported  stolen  while 
we  recovered  fifteen;  three  assaults  and  eleven  missing 
person  reports  were  investigated. 
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Seventeen  adults  and  eight  juveniles  were  arrested 
on  charges  of  narcotics,  burglary,  assault  and  DWI. 
One  homicide  was  reported  and  the  suspect  is  now 
awaiting  trial.  Approximately  one  hundred  thirty 
summonses  were  issued  for  traffic  violations. 

Approximately  one  thousand  three  hundred 
seventy-five  calls  were  answered  requiring  the  dis- 
patching of  an  officer  while  at  least  that  many  more 
were  received  asking  information.  For  this  service  the 
Blue  Phone  Operators  deserve  a  sincere  "thanks'"  for 
they  are  the  backbone  of  your  department. 

Unselfishness,  understanding  and  cooperation  are 
the  ingredients  of  an  effective  organization.  The 
residents  can  be  pround  that  these  are  the  qualities  ex- 
pressed by  town  officials  and  all  departments.

The  woodstove  inspection  ordinance  passed  by  the 
town  has  been  well  received.

Fire-Police  Complex  is  being  actively  considered.  We 
urge  your  support  of  this  endeavor.

HAMPSTEAD  RESCUE  SQUAD 

In  1980,  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  responses  made  by  the  Rescue  Squad.  Compared  to 
91  people  treated  in  1979,  this  year  approximately 
158  people  involved  in  130  incidents  were  treated. 
These  incidents  included:  20  home  accidents;  20  aut- 
omobile/bike accidents;  25  heart/circulatory  problems; 
20  respiratory  emergencies;  4  athletic;  4  industrial;  and 
38  miscellaneous  calls  (including  fractures,  burns, 
poisionings,  acute  illness). 
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With  the  ongoing  support  of  the  town,  as  well  as 
several  memorial  funds  and  special  donations,  we  have 
been  able  to  purchase  much  needed  equipment  and 
supplies.  A  significant  addition  is  a  new  lighting  system 
v\  hich  has  been  added  to  the  rescue  van.  This  is  used  to 
illuminate  the  scene  of  outdoor  accidents  at  night  and 
makes  the  job  of  administering  first  aid  much  more  ef- 
fective under  adverse  conditions.  Care  has  been  taken 
in  the  design  of  this  system  to  permit  reuse  on  another 
vehicle  when  we  are  forced  to  retire  our  present  van 
from  service  because  it  lacks  proper  equipment  to  sup- 
port the  expanded  and  more  comprehensive  care  that 
emergency  medical  technicians  (EMT'S)  can  be  expect- 
ed to  provide  in  the  very  near  future.  At  that  time  we 
will  need  a  new  rescue  vehicle  with  advanced  life  sup- 
port capability  to  permit  the  maximum  allowable  range 
of  treatment  that  is  available  in  the  field. 

\n  other  areas,  we  have  recently  established  a  mutual 
aid  policy  to  provide  emergency  rescue  assistance  to 
area  towns  while  guaranteeing  coverage  for  Hamp- 
stead.  It  should  be  recognized  that  the  Southern  New 
Hampshire  Ambulance  has  served  us  well  in  the  past 
vear  and  we  are  pleased  with  their  cooperative,  sup- 
portive and  forward  looking  attitude.  We  continue  to 
urge  the  use  of  house  numbers  to  assist  us  in  quickly 
locating  those  needing  our  assistance. 

In  closing,  this  coming  year  we  plan  to  pursue  a  re- 
cruiting program  aimed  at  identifying  individuals  who 
desire  to  gain  some  very  valuable  medical  training  and 
to  volunteer  their  time  to  a  very  rewarding  experience. 
All  members  of  the  rescue  squad  are  available  to 
discuss  our  activities  and  are  sure  to  encourage  your 
participation.

HAMPSTEAD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  library  continues  to  be  an  exciting  and  busy  re- 
source center.  Not  only  has  circulation  nearly  tripled  in 
three  years,  but  general  reference  work  and  assistance 
to  students  has  demanded  more  time.  Circulation  as  of 
November  30th  was  18,940  items  with  approximately 
40%  of  the  townspeople  holding  library  cards. 

Book  selection  emphasis  has  been  in  the  areas  of  re- 
ference and  non-fiction  with  the  usual  additions  to  the 
'best-seller'  area  and  the  children's  room.  This  year 
monies  were  also  spent  purchasing  special  sets  of 
young  adult  paperbacks  (grades  6-9)  to  encourage 
recreational  reading.  The  Bookmobile  supplements  our 
collection  but  this  service  may  be  discontinued  due  to 
the  high  cost.  I  have  made  frequent  visits  to  the  State 
Library  in  Exeter  to  enlarge  various  reading  areas  for 
student  and  general  use. 


Mrs.  Bleser,  Assistant  Librarian,  organized  a  special 
reception  for  staff  and  teachers  of  our  schools  to  better 
acquaint  them  with  what  we  have  as  well  as  what 
we  cannot  offer.  Many  classes  have  visited  the  library 
over  the  past  year  as  well  as  Stepping  Stones  and  the 
Gingerbread  House.  We  again  borrowed  books  from 
the  schools  for  our  summer  reading  program.  I  also  met 
with  the  librarians  from  Pinkerton  Academy  on  how  to 
best  serve  our  own  high  school  students. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  enhance  the  library,  not 
only  by  raising  funds  for  needed  projects  but  in  many 
other  ways;  fixing  window  boxes,  decorating  the  lib- 
rary, helping  at  the  circulation  desk,  filing,  helping 
with  the  summer  reading  parties,  holding  a  member- 
ship drive,  having  the  rugs  shampooed  and  the  win- 
dows washed,  running  the  Holly  Hock  Thrift  Shop,  and 
sponsoring  the  Craftsman  Fair.  They  hosted  the  Art 
and  Photography  shows  under  the  direction  of  Linda 
Johnson  and  in  addition,  they  have  given  a  membership 
ticket  to  the  Museum  of  Science  for  library  patrons' 
use.  The  Friends  meet  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  the 
month  under  the  leadership  of  Tom  Jensen,  President. 

Programs  were  varied  this  year.  We  offered  the  mak- 
ing of  Sugar  Easter  Eggs,  Paper  Mache  Heads  and 
Gingerbread  Houses  with  Jackie  Sakash,  Calico  Frames 
with  Marlise  Swartz,  Oriental  Cooking  with  Carolyn 
Chase  and  Martha  Sabans,  Christmas  Decorations  with 
Nancy  Bleser,  Gardening  with  Richard  Emerson  as  well 
as  the  annual  Art  and  Photography  shows.  Displays  in- 
cluded the  Historical  Society,  4-H,  Campfire  Girls,  Cub 
Scouts,  Weaving  by  Jan  Moyer,  Dollhouses  by  Sandie 
Hankus,  Quilting,  and  various  book  exhibits.  The  Adult 
Book  Discussion  Group  meets  monthly  with  Marlise 
Swartz  and  Ann  Myer. 

The  Summer  Reading  Programs  were  very  success- 
ful. We  added  a  7th-9th  grade  group  as  well  as  grades 
1-6.  Mrs.  Gloria  Rothe  held  the  summer  pre-school 
story  hour  and  Mrs.  Jackie  Sakash  performed  puppet 
shows  throughout  the  year. 

The  support  of  the  Young  Mother's  Club  has  again 
benefited  the  library  in  many  aspects.  Mrs.  Georgette 
Lorenzetti  leads  the  pre-school  story  hour  and  the  Club 
donated  holiday  filmstrips  as  well  as  the  'New  Book  of 
Knowledge  Encyclopedia'  to  the  reference  room. 

The  Hampstead  Lioness  Club  gave  monies  toward 
the  purchase  of  new  magazine  racks  and  the  Hamp- 
stead Gardening  Club  placed  floral  arrangements 
around  the  Library  during  the  fall.  Camp  Tel  Noah  gave 
money  for  the  purchase  of  books.  A  very  big  thank 
you  to  the  many  who  gave  memorial  books  and  dona- 
tions of  books  and  other  articles  to  the  library. 

Mrs.  Bleser  and  I  have  continued  to  take  courses  in 
the  library  field.  1  have  now  completed  all  the  courses 
and/or  their  equivalent  through  the  State  Library  Con- 
tinuing Education  programs  at  the  University  of  New 
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Hampshire.  1  attend  the  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Merri-Hill-Rock  Library  Cooperative  as  well  as  other 
meetings  involving  data  base  usage,  computors,  and 
special  library  services.  All  of  these  meetings  aid  me  in 
interpreting  and  offering  up-to-date  library  service.  An 
area  that  is  being  currently  pursued  by  Rockingham 
County  libraries  is  cooperating  with  the  Rockingham 
County  Extension  Office  which  will  enable  us  both  to 
provide  additional  sources  of  information  to  the  public. 

New  shelves,  a  copy  machine,  and  general  shifting 
has  utilized  all  the  space  available.  We  continue  to 
catalog  the  library  which  is  a  long  slow  process.  Not 
until  this  job  is  completed  will  the  library  be  functioning 
at  its  potential. 

Mrs.  Bleser,  Mrs.  Robbins,  and  I  have  enjoyed  work- 
ing with  you  and  for  you.  We  thank  the  many  vol- 
unteers, Friends,  and  townspeople  who  have  given 
their  support  over  this  past  year.  We  will  strive  to  con- 
tinue to  give  you  the  best  library  service  possible.

The  many  varied  evening  and  day 
programs,  cooperation  with  the  Hampstead  schools,  in- 
creased book  circulation,  and  increased  library  card 
holders  are  all  indications  that  the  library  continues  to 
be  healthy  in  our  community.  Librarian  Becky  Rooney 
has  recently  completed  all  of  the  PLT  (Public  Library 
Techniques)  courses  to  fulfill  her  librarian  require- 
ments for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  She  has  also 
been  very  active  in  regional  and  statewide  library  organ 
izations  providing  the  town  with  timely  library  inform- 
ation and  techniques.  In  addition,  Nancy  Bleser,  the 
assistant  librarian,  has  completed  two  PLT  courses. 

Your  library  has  also  been  responsive  to  the  energy 
problem.  After  insulating  the  attic  and  two  walls  and 
installing  a  heat  retention  damper  in  the  furnace  last 
year,  the  full  impact  of  this  investment  was  realized  this 
year  -  consumption  was  cut  in  half;  a  decrease  of  ap- 
proximately 800  gallons  of  fuel  oil!  Next  year  the  re- 
maining walls  will  be  insulated  and  ceiling  fans  will  be 
installed  to  circulate  the  heat  trapped  in  the  high 
ceilings. 

The  trustees  wish  to  thank  the  Friends  of  the  Hamp- 
stead Library  for  their  assistance  at  many  library  fun- 
ctions and  for  their  fundraising  which  enchances  library 
programs.  Under  the  able  leadership  of  Thomas 
Jensen,  many  new  and  interesting  programs  have 
evolved  at  the  library.  Although  the  Friends  are  an  in- 
dependent group  organized  to  improve  the  library,  we 
certainly  are  grateful  to  have  such  an  interested,  talent- 
ed and  dedicated  group  of  citizens  in  our  community. 


As  usual  other  community  organizations  and  individu- 
als have  been  responsive  to  library  needs.  The  Young 
Mothers  Club,  the  Lions,  Lionesses,  and  Camp  Tel 
Noar  have  given  generous  gifts.  We  continue  to  be 
rememered  by  gifts  from  individual  donors  whether  by 
books  given  in  remembrance  of  a  loved  one  or  by  un- 
restricted funds  for  book  or  equipment  purchase. 

This  fall  the  library  trustees  encouraged  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  to  assist  in 
planning  for  future  library  programs  and  projects.  The 
members  include  Laurence  Robbins,  chairman;  Karen 
Sapankevych,  secretary;  Mildred  Emerson,  Thomas 
Jensen,  and  Gloria  Lanning  with  Becky  Rooney  and 
Beth  Duston  serving  as  ex-officio  members. 

In  conclusion  the  trustees  wish  to  commend  the 
efforts  of  Mary  E.  Clark  who  retired  as  library  trustee  in 
March.  Our  community  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such 
a  fine  citizen  working  so  tirelessly  in  behalf  of  the 
library.  For  many  years  Mary  did  all  the  yard  work, 
planted  the  flower  boxes,  ran  the  Thrift  Shop,  sub- 
stituted as  librarian,  and  until  the  formation  of  the 
Friends  Group  three,  years  ago,  she  was  Hampstead 
Public  Library's  only  friend.  Mary  is  our  unsung  hero 
and  this  public  note  of  gratitude  is  long  overdue. 
Thanks,  Mary.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Bus- 
iness, Good  Business.  Forest  fire  prevention  slogans 
have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey  Bear  since 
the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check 
the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of 
every  citizen,  a  half  century  before  this  national 
campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first 
forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has 
appointed  a  town  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible 
for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow 
on  the  ground  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the 
warden  before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be 
suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as 
they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared 
jointly  by  the  town  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as 
are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest 
fire  program  has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best 
forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States.

PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  had  a  busy  year  considering 
nearly  50  proposals  for  subdivisions,  site  plans,  and 
plats  for  recording.  The  bonding  and  inspection  of 
roads  has  been  more  demanding  this  year  with  the 
Board  working  closely  with  the  Road  Agent  to  insure 
that  new  streets  meet  the  Town's  specifications.  The 
fee  schedules  were  increased  to  keep  the  budget  down. 

The  business  of  Master  Planning  involves  monthly 
meetings  in  anticipation  of  public  hearings  in  the 
spring.  The  defeat  of  the  Open  Space  proposal  has  sent 
us  back  to  the  drawing  board.  The  problem  of  multiple 
unit  dwellings  looms  large  this  year  and  we  are  attemp- 
ting to  find  viable  legal  alternatives  for  Hampstead. 
Public  hearings  are  expected  to  be  lively  and  productive 
as  we  cope  with  the  changing  times. 

Residential  growth  has  been  slow.  Seventeen  sub- 
division proposals  were  considered  by  the  Board,  13 
were  approved,  2  denied  and  2  withdrawn,  A  total  of 
fifteen  site  plans  were  submitted,  12  approved,  1  with- 
drawn, and  2  denied.  Ten  plats  were  approved  for  re- 
cording only. 

Expansion  of  public  facilities  included  a  new  central 
post  office  for  Hampstead,  and  an  addition  to  the  East 
Hampstead  one.  The  Derry  Bank  and  Trust  and  the 
Telephone  Company  both  expanded  their  facilities. 
Three  other  businesses  have  located  here  in  the  last 
year  and  three  existing  ones  have  added  onto  their 
buildings.  A  large  commerical  subdivision  was  approv- 
ed also.  The  housing  for  the  elderly  was  approved  in 
late  1979,  construction  which  began  in  the  fall  will 
add  another  dimension  to  the  housing  alternatives  in 
Hampstead, 


The  resignation  of  long  time  member  Lee  Fitts  was 
accepted  with  regret.  Lee  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Board  and  it  was  hard  to  replace  such  a  knowledgeable 
gentlemen.

MENTAL  HEALTH  CENTER  FOR  SO.  N.H. 

The  Mental  Health  Center  for  southern  New  Hamp- 
shire began  Year  Three  as  a  comprehensive  mental 
health  center  on  May  1,  1980.  As  a  community  mental 
health  center,  the  following  services  were  provided  in 
accordance  with  standards  of  the  National  Institute  of 
Mental  Health:  outpatient  diagnostic,  treatment  and 
referral  services,  24-hour  emergency  psychiatric  inter- 
vention, partial  hospital  and  inpatient  psychiatric  treat- 
ment, follow-up  for  individuals  leaving  New  Hampshire 
Hospital,  screening  services  for  individuals  requesting 
or  requiring  hospitalization  at  New  Hampshire  Hospit- 
al, services  to  children,  the  elderly,  substance  abusers 
(drug  and/or  alcohol),  and,  a  preventative  program  of 
consultation  and  education. 

Calendar  year  1980  has  been  a  year  of  working  to- 
wards stabilization  and  setting  future  directions.  Part  of 
this  process  involved  creating  a  new  organizational 
structure,  new  business  and  clinical  procedures  and 
policies,  and  an  upgrading  of  administrative  proce- 
dures. Assessment  of  services  and  policies  is  contin- 
ually being  made  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  the 
people  in  the  eleven-town  catchment  area. 

The  financial  and  statistical  systems  of  the  Mental 
Health  Center  have  been  and  will  confinue  to  be  im- 
proved with  the  implementation  of  an  in-house 
computer  system. 

The  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hamp- 
shire looks  positively  on  the  challenges  of  the  new  year. 
The  Center  will  continue  to  provide  quality  services  that 
are  both  accessible  and  available  to  the  people  of  our 
service  area. 

During  calendar  year  1980  the  Salem  branch  office  of 
the  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hampshire 
merged  with  the  Hampstead  branch  and  moved  to  new, 
larger  quarters.  The  new  address  is  22  Main  Street, 
Salem  and  is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  a  recently 
completed  professional  building.  Clinic  hours  are  Mon- 
day and  Friday  9:00  am  until  5:00  pm,  and  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  and  Thursday  9:00  am  until  9:00  pm. 

The  Salem  branch  office  provides  mental  health 
screening  and  diagnosis  for  all  individuals  seeking  ser- 
vices from  primarily  the  following  nine  towns:  Atk- 
inson, Danville,  Hampstead,  Newton,  Pelham,  Plais- 
tow,  Salem,  Sandown  and  Windham.  Besides  utilizing 
the  other  services  and  programs  of  the  organization, 
the  Salem  branch  office  provides  direct  clinical  services 
to  a  wide  range  of  adults  and  children  through  the  use 
of  individual,  couples,  family  and  group  therapies,  on- 
going consultations  were  maintained  with  local  police 
deparlmenls  and  the  Pelham,  Salem,  and  Windham 
schools. 
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During  1980  our  Family  and  Life  Education  program 
provided  the  following  programs  and  services  to  the  re- 
sidents of  Hampstead: 

January  14-15,  1980:  Program  entitled,  "Sulk 
Hulk".  Presented  to  3rd  grade  classes  at  the 
Hampstead  Central  School. 

January  23  -  March  26,  1980:  Seven-week  course 
dealing  with  "Stress  Management",  presented  to 
the  Hampstead  teachers. 

August  27-28,  1980:  Two-evening  workshop  entitl- 
ed. "You  and  Your  Aging  Parent".  Workshop 
location:  Mental  Health  Center  facilities  in  Derry. 

September  7  -  October  5,  1980:  Five-week  course 
entitled,  "Child  Management",  offered  at  the 
Mental  Health  Center  in  Derry. 

November  20,  1980:  Workshop  dealing  with 
"Grief"  offered  at  the  Mental  Health  Center  in 
Derry . 

December  2,  1980:  Presentation  for  the  Friends  of 
the  Hampstead  Library  entitled.  "Supermom".

DERRY  VISITING  NURSES 

The  Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  served  the 
Town  of  Hampstead  since  1973.  A  rapidly  growing  pop- 
ulation, earlier  hospital  discharges,  longer  life  spans, 
escalating  costs  of  institutional  health  care,  increasing 
emphasis  on  prevention,  and  other  factors  combine  to 
continually  demand  that  home  health  agencies  be  effec- 
tive and  flexible  in  responding  to  a  community's  home 
health  care  needs.  The  Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Associa- 
tion has  done  that  over  the  years  and  will  continue 
to  do  so.  Services  are  offered  under  four  major  program 
areas  as  follows: 

Care  of  Sick  Program 
Nursing  Home  Visits 
Physical  Therapy 
Occupational  Therapy 
Home  Health  Aide  Visits 

Homemaking  Program 
Homemaker  Visits 


Maternal  and  Child  Health  Program

Everyone  is  aware  of  escalating  health  care  costs.  We 
are  happy  that  home  health  care  costs  have  been  in- 
creasing at  a  much  lower  rate  than  institutional  health 
care  costs.  One  of  the  major  factors  in  our  increased 
costs  is  maintaining  certification  for  reimbursement 
from  Federal  sources  such  as  Medicare  and  Title  XX. 
However,  those  Federal  funds,  combined  with  specific 
grants,  allows  our  agency  to  provide  services  to  Hamp- 
stead which  cost  the  agency  more  than  three  times  as 
much  as  the  Town  appropriation.  We  feel  this  is  appro- 
priate utilization  of  agency  resources.  Federal  funds 
and  grants  usually  are  restricted  to  specific  categories 
of  illness,  age,  and  income.  Many  people  needing  our 
services  simply  do  not  fit  those  specific  eligibility  cat- 
egories. So,  it  is  important  to  emphasize  that  Town  ap- 
propriations assist  the  agency  to  serve  people  regard- 
less of  income  and  age. 

Hampstead  represents  approximately  5%  of  the  pop- 
ulation served  by  this  agency.  Last  year,  over  7%  of  all 
our  services  were  for  Hampstead  residents.  Following 
are  some  major  statistics  for  fiscal  year  1979-1980. 

Skilled  Nursing  Home  Visits  —  283 
Phsical  Therapy  Visits  —  73 
Occupational  Therapy  Visits  —  9 
Home  Health  Aide  Visits  —  189 
Homemaker  Visits  —  185 
Children  in  Well  Child  Clinics-  2 
Expectant  Parents  Classes  —  7

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  had  a  busy  and  suc- 
cessful year.  Three  separate  land  parcels  were  acquir- 
ed, due  to  a  generous  gift  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Moore, 
and  a  grant  from  the  N.H.  Department  of  Resources 
and  Economic  Development.  Negotiations  for  four  add- 
itional parcels  are  still  ongoing  with  applications  for 
matching  federal  funds  being  reviewed. 

The  10-year  Forest  Management  Plan  designed  by 
our  Consulting  Forester,  Thomas  Neff,  and  all  the  con- 
tinued hard  work  that  goes  with  it,  brought  the  John 
Hoar  Award  from  the  Rockingham  County  Woodland 
Association.  And  in  that  same  spirit,  the  first  woodcut- 
ting session  for  residents  was  scheduled  for  the  Depot 
Road  area. 

The  Commission  sponsored  another  High  School 
student,  Janice  Hastings,  to  participate  in  a  week-long 
Youth  Conservation  Program,  offered  by  The  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  N.H.  Forests.  Several  Commission 
members  have  attended  seminars  and  workshops  to 
keep  informed  on  everchanging  environmental  issues 
and  laws. 


Again  the  Commission  reviewed  Dredge  and  Fill 
applications  and  apprised  authorities  of  a  serious  leach 
field  problem.  Anyone  aware  of  such  violations  may 
contact  Commission  members.  Other  projects  included 
continued  upgrading  of  the  Shop  Pond  area  and  the 
Town  Forest  fire  road. 

This  was  the  year  for  changes  within  the  Commis- 
sion's membership.  Farewell  was  said  to  Catherine 
Robbins  and  Virginia  Duston,  along  with  sincere  appre- 
ciation for  their  untiring  efforts.  At  the  same  time,  wel- 
come was  extended  to  three  new  members,  Janet 
Thiboutot,  Kathy  Cussen  and  Karin  Truckenbrodt. 

The  Commission  invites  all  interested  residents  to  its 
monthly  meeting  and  solicits  ideas  and  feedback  to 
assist  in  its  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  our  town.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  Hampstead,  quaUfied  to  vote  in  District  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Hampstead  Middle  School  in  Hampstead,  New  Hampshire  on  the  ninth  day  of 
March,  1981  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  articles: 

1 .  To  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  Eleven  Thousand  Dollars  ($11 ,000)  for  energy  conservation  projects  at 
the  Hampstead  Central  School. 

2.  To  see  if  the  District  will  accept  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  committees. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School  District 
officials  and  agents  for  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by 
the  School  District  Meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  be- 
comes available  during  the  1981-1982  school  fiscal  year  provided  that  such  expenditure  be  made  for  purposes  for  which 
a  School  District  may  appropriate  money  and  that  such  expenditure  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  School  District 
funds. 

5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  terminate  its  Handicapped  Student  Programs  for  the  age  groups  three-five  and 
eighteen-twenty-one  if  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  no  longer  mandates  such  programs.  Furthermore,  that  if  such 
Handicapped  Programs  are  no  longer  mandated  by  the  State,  that  any  appropriation  for  such  Handicapped  Programs  in 
the  school  budget  for  the  1981-1982  fiscal  year  be  deleted. 

6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  take  such  action  on  behalf  of  the  District  as  may  be  re- 
quired to  join  as  party  plaintiff  in  a  suit  against  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  proper  officials  thereof  to  compel  the 
state  to  provide  funds  to  the  school  districts  for  the  purpose  of  more  nearly  equalizing  the  opportunities  for  the  children 
to  receive  a  basic  education  and  to  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  One  Thousand  Fifty  Dollars  ($1,050)  for 
this  purpose. 

7.  To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  take  any  other  action  which  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

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WHAT'S  AN  SAU  ???? 

A  REPORT  BY  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
Robert  J.  Crompton 


Let's  start  by  answering  the  question.  An  SAU  is  a  School  Administrative  Unit.  It  is  the 
Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  Hampstead  School  District  and  the  Timberlane 
Regional  School  District  have  been  combined  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  for  certain 
administrative  needs,  as  School  Administrative  Unit  #55. 

New  Hampshire  has  had  an  interesting  history  in  the  methods  employed  to  provide 
supervision  and  control  of  its  public  education.  In  the  mid-19th  century,  a  County  School 
Commissioner  was  selected  for  each  of  the  state's  10  counties.  He  was  paid  a  small  fee  to 
spend  one  day  a  year  "visiting  schools,  gathering  educational  statistics  and  exciting  an 
interest  in  the  advancement  of  public  education." 

By  1900,  New  Hampshire  communities,  imbued  with  a  spirit  of  rugged  individualism, 
made  it  clear  that  a  system  of  local  districts,  locally  controlled,  was  to  be  the  wave  of  the 
future.  Local  superintending  school  committees,  composed  of  selected  laymen,  began  hir- 
ing full-time  professional  educators  to  supervise  their  schools  while  they  restricted  their 
involvement  to  the  policy-making  function.  The  cities  were  the  first  to  move  in  this 
direction,  but  smaller  towns  saw  no  way  to  afford  such  professional  supervision.  To  remedy 
this,  the  idea  of  a  "Supervisory  Union"  providing  for  two  or  more  towns  or  districts  to  pool 
their  resourses  and  employ  a  superintendent  was  borrowed  from  Massachusetts,  and  by 
1919  was  made  mandatory.  At  that  time,  as  many  as  sixty-four  supervisory  unions  were 
formed.  These  reduced  in  number  to  thirty-seven  by  1963,  occasioned  to  a  great  extent  by 
the  formation  of  cooperative  school  districts.  Since  then,  the  trend  has  been  in  the  other 
direction.  There  are  currently  fifty  units. 

In  1919,  the  Superintendent  was  told:  "to  direct  the  work  of  all  teachers  and  janitors,  to 
nominate  teachers  for  employment,  to  purchase  textbooks,  supplies  and  other  scholastic 
apparatus,  to  keep  records  and  make  reports  of  his  own  doing,  to  remove  immoral,  incom- 
petent or  insubordinate  employees,  secure  fuel  and  other  supplies  if  the  school  board  shall 
fail  to  provide  them  and  to  admit  pupils  according  to  their  capacity  and  attainments". 

By  1979,  this  administrative  union  was  called  a  School  Administrative  Unit  and  the  duties 
of  the  Superintendent  and  his  office  shifted  in  large  measure  from  classroom  supervision  to 
managing  administrative  and  instructional  services  for  all  the  districts  within  the  School 
Administrative  Unit.  These  services  are  numerous  and  include  budget,  purchasing  and  ac- 
counting controls,  all  aspects  of  personner management,  building  programs  and  mainten- 
ance, transportation  coordination,  health  and  food  services  and  general  enforcement  of 
laws  and  policies  from  all  government  levels. 

In  the  area  of  instruction  are  included:  supervision  and  evaluation  of  administrators  and 
teachers,  coordination  of  school  programs  and  curriculum,  staff  development  and  programs 
of  educational  accountability. 

The  School  Aministrative  Unit  is  govered  by  the  SAU  School  Board  made  up  of  all 
board  members  elected  by  their  respective  districts.  A  "weighted"  vote  is  provided  at  the 
SAU  Board  level,  giving  the  larger  districts  a  greater  voting  weight. 

The  SAU  Office  has  many  legal  powers  and  duties  specifically  granted  by  state  and  local 
boards  of  education.  Included  and  most  important  to  us  is  one  of  serving  our  communities 
and  especially  their  children  with  an  ongoing  pledge  to  provide  direction  for  the  best 
education  programs  possible  with  the  resourses  available. 

We  shall  endeavor  to  provide  those  services  which  are  needed  and  necessary,  equally 
and  professionally  to  the  two  school  districts  and  the  five  towns  within  them. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

Robert  P.  Little 

This  school  year  is  the  start  of  my  second  year  as  Principal  of  both  the  Central  and  Middle 
Schools.  Last  year  w^as  extremely  busy  and  also  very  rewarding.  The  articulation  of  curric- 
ulum from  Readiness  through  Grade  Eight  is  a  challenge.  The  challenge  is  being  met 
primarily  through  curriculum  development.  Committees  have  been  active  in  Language  Arts, 
Mathematics,  Social  Studies  and  Science.  It  is  my  hope  that  by  September  of  1981, 
first,  and  perhaps  final  drafts  of  written  curriculum  will  be  established  in  all  of  those  areas 
from  Readiness  through  Grade  Eight. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  write  curricula  for  Art,  Music,  Physical  Education  Industrial 
Arts  and  Home  Economics.  First  drafts  will  be  written  prior  to  September  of  1981. 

The  state-mandated  Accountability  Program  for  Language  Arts,  Mathematics,  and  U.S. 
and  N.H.  History  and  Government  is  right  on  schedule.  Working  with  other  school  districts 
through  the  SERESC  consortium  has  provided  us  with  the  opportunity  to  devise  a  very 
sound  system  of  accountability.  We  are  especially  pleased  with  the  leadership  that 
Terrance  Holmes,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  has  provided. 

Our  staff  has  worked  hard  to  devise  a  new  three  year  Staff  Development  Plan  that  has 
been  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  local  committee  has  been  ful- 
filling its  responsibilities  in  an  admirable  fashion.  The  committee  is  providing  workshops 
based  upon  a  Staff  Needs  Assessment  survey. 

The  growth  of  this  Middle  School  in  just  two  years  has  been  extraordinary.  We  enjoy 
an  excellent  reputation  within  the  state  as  witnessed  by  speaking  engagements  by  myself 
and  several  staff  members  in  four  other  N.H.  school  districts  as  well  as  at  the  Middle 
School  Conference  in  Sturbridge,  Mass.  sponsored  by  the  New  England  School  Develop- 
ment Council.  We  have  had  requests  for  information  about  our  school  from  three  other 
states. 

The  Central  School  has  seen  several  important  changes  in  the  past  year.  The 
Readiness  Program  has  been  extremely  well-received  by  parents  this  year.  More 
and  more  parents  have  come  to  accept  that  there  is  no  stigma  attached 
to  being  in  Readiness.  The  district's  first  Readiness  class  is  now  in  the  sixth  grade.  Last 
year  four  out  of  the  seven  students  scored  in  the  seventh  grade  range  in  the  Iowa  Test  of 
Basic  Skills.  All  those  students  needed  was  time  and  proper  instruction.  We  are  also 
extremely  pleased  with  the  new  reading  program.  Open  Court,  that  has  been  introduced 
to  our  first  grade  students  this  year.  We  expect  excellent  results. 

The  strength  of  the  Hampstead  Public  Schools  seems  to  be  a  combination  of  many  things. 
Some  of  these  are: 

1.  A     veteran     staff    at     both     schools.     We     have     had     very     little     turnover 
these  past  two  years. 

2.  Well-behaved  and  capable  students.  Vandalism,  drugs,  suspensions  and 
other  nasty  items  that  one  frequently  reads  about  in  the  media  are  seldom 
heard  of  in  relation  to  our  schools. 

3.  Supportive  parents  and  taxpayers.  Our  facilities  are  very  conducive  to  a 
fine  educational  programming.  We  have  adequate  supplies  and  other 
materials  to  get  the  job  done. 

4.  Excellent  support  and  leadership  from  you  and  your  staff  and  the 
Hampstead  School  Board. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  mention  my  predecessor,  William  Nichols.  Bill  was  "there" 
during  all  of  the  difficult  years.  It  is  regrettable  that  Bill  was  forced  into  retirement  due  to  ill 
health.  I  am  sure  that  I  speak  for  many,  many  former  students,  teachers  and  parents  in 
wishing  him  the  best  of  luck  in  the  ensuing  years.
